cause of its wonderful environment such 
as the movie, dance, literary training, its 
jazz music, and its modern conveyances 
such as the auto, airplane, electric rail- 
ways, etc. But with all these this worid 
is rushing on gaining momentum at ‘ev- 
ery tick of the clock to be plunged in the 
whirlpools of death, then to meet God 
and receive its eternal doom. 

In 1 John 5:19 we read, “And we know 
that we are of God and the whole world 
lieth in wicxedness.” Gr. says “Lieth in 
the lap of the wicked one.” Truly it is 
a fact and we know that a world in the 
the lap of the devil cannot get better and 
from observation we see the morning of 
joy for the saint but the night of despair 
for the sinner. Our fair land is drunk 
with unbelief. Mr. Homer Croy, writing 
in the World’s Work on the activities of 
the A.A.A.A., American Association for 
advancement of Atheism in our public 
schools, says, “In Philadelphia the high 
school students rejoice in the name, God’s 
Black Sheep.” In Los Angeles the name 
of the junior society is “The Devil’s An- 
gels.” In Rochester University they call 
themselves the “Damned Souls Society.” 
In the University of Wisconsin they call 
themselves the “Circle of the Godless,” 
and so on throughout the nation. Two 
men back of the association are Charles 
Smith, its president, and Freeman Hope- 
wood, its secretary. They say colleges are 
a fruitful place for us. How long will God 
stand for such blasphemy? What we sow 
in our schools today we reap tomorrow. 
With our public literary training centers 
promoting atheism, modernism, Darwin- 
ism, and Communism is heading us to- 
ward the reign of the Antichrist and the 
end of this age. I just read in the Chicago 
paper tkat the Mayor of that city thougnt 
it best to close the dances that were in- 
dulged in by nudists. As the Mayor was 
passing along viewing the sights at the 
Century of Progress fair he noticed that 
one progressive step that we had made 
during the century was that it was per- 
missable to sponsor a public dance and 
indulge therein perfectly nude. We notice 


that the same paper stated that the nud- 
ist society in America was making rapid 
strides, that in this year, 1933, they had 
added to their list one hundred new 
groups. The record states that this society 
was started by an ex-Baptist and an ex- 
Presbyterian minister and that the groups 
were made up of somewhat a debased sort 
of an element but that now they have at- 
tracted the att:ntion and have the in- 
dulgence of scientists, college professors, 
ministers, philosophers, doctors, lawyers, 
etc. It takes one several weeks before he 
can get far enough into the movement 
to attend their nude gatherings, but in 
these gatherings the record states that 
they play ball, tennis, golf and such like 
and that the young men love to make 
sport for the fair maidens which is very 
pleasing to all and they are all perfect- 
ly nude; that women cook their meals, 
prepare their lunches at their gatherings 
and they all gather around tables and eat 
absolutcly clotheless. 

The scientist of this party said that he 
Saw two young couples attend the nudist 
camp for the first time. They were some- 
what shocked at first and the girls con- 
sented taking off their dresses but re- 
fused to taxe off their underclothing, 
but after their boy friends and others of 
the nudist party playcd with a tennis 
ball the embarrassment soon wore 
off and they stripped themselves of their 
clothing and joined the crowd, but what 
is most alarming is that the Princeton 
University where the Presbyterian preach- 
ers are turned out have put their okeh 
on this society. This movement is cover- 
ing the land by leaps and bounds. Truly 
we need to see the dawning of a better 
day. And truly it shall come when the 
Sun of righteousness arises with healing 
in His wings. Is the world getting better? 

MODERNISM 

At Peoria, Ill. stands a monument of 
Robert G. Ingersol. We may contemplate 
how vigorously the clergy used to con- 
d2mn him. He was militant and outspok- 
en against Christianity. His eloquent 
tongue destroyed the faith of thousands. 
He was an infidel and Christians every- 
where were horrified at the magnitude cf 
his blasphemy. 

Ingersol was negative on at least five 
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positions. He denied the supernatural in- 
spiration of the scriptures; to him the 
Bible was only a patchwork of mythology. 
He denied the Genesis of creation and 
affirmed that man descended from the 
animals; he praised evolution, saying 
that Darwin had furnished the rope witb 
which Christianity will some day hang. 
He denied that there was even so much 
as.a sin problem and regarded as utterly 
absurd the doctrine that Christ died a 
vicarious death and that His blood pos- 
sessed cleansing power. He denied the 
teaching that Jesus Christ was Virgin 
born. Ingersol called Him a bastard. He 
denied the fact of Christ’s resurrection 
and held it up to the scathing ridicule. 
EVERY MODERNIST PREACHER 
STANDS EXACTLY WHERE INGER- 
SOL STOOD ON THESE FIVE POSI- 
TIONS. No modernist believes the Bible 
to be supernaturally inspired, infallible 
revelation, unique in contents and final 
in authority. Modernism puts a question 
mark on the Word of God. 

No modernist believes that God created 
man. Modernism is the religious side of 
evolution. The evolutionary hypothesis 
purports to account for everything by 
natural law and modernism is an attempt 
to cast Christianity in the moulds of 2 
philosophical naturalism. Every modern- 
ist is an evolutionist. No matter about the 
scientific facts available which disprove 
evolution and sustain creation, he vigor- 
ously denies that God said, “Let us make 
man in our own image.” Compare Robert 
Ingersol and the modernistic preacher. 
Ingersol said the Bible is not supernatur- 
ally inspired. Genesis is a lie. Evolution 
is true. Christ’s blood means nothing. Je- 
sus Christ was not virgin born.

THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE 

CHURCH 

Jesus says “The church is the salt of 
the earth.” The function of salt is to pre- 
serve that which is perishable, and this 
is the relation of the church to society, 
but if the salt loses its savor or the 
church weakens because of its worldliness 
or false teaching it is henceforth good for 
nothing but to be cast out and trodden 
under the foot of man, 

The Roman government sometimes 
used salt on its highways. This explains 
what Jesus meant when He said trodden 
under foot. When the church apostatizes, 
this automatically becomes her condition 
in the world, trampled down, cast down, 
good for nothing. 

In every period of crisis it is the 
church that wields the balance of power. 
God holds the church responsible for what 
takes place on earth. If America is in the 
grip of unbroken crime waves; if we 
are on a toboggan slide toward the cess- 
pool of immorality; if the shadows of 
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anarchy are stalking across the land, put 
the responsibility where it belongs— 
squarely upon the clergy and the church. 
God’s method in a crisis is always a re- 
vival. But how can We have a nation 
wide revival when the press report from 
New York stated of a recent meeting of 
Methodists ministers, which was aaaress- 
ed by the secretary of the ctummittee, 
who was appointed over three years ago 
to compile a revised Methodist hymnal, 
and the speaker made it clear that an 
effort was being made to eliminate as 
far as possible all hymns that refer to 
the “Imagery of the Blood.” He gave the 
following verse as the sample of the type 
of song that is objectionable: “To the 
blest fountain of thy blood, incarnate 
God, I fly; here let me wash my spotted 
soul from crimes of deepest dye.” This in- 
dicates the present drift. The proposed 
bloodless hymnal is an omnious sign. One 
professor stated that no scholar now be- 
lieves the doctrine of the Atonement; 
Christ’s blood dried up nineteen hundred 
years ago. In a textbook on theology we 
learn that Mary was a beautiful, mag 
netic, vivacious Jewish girl. She made 
the same mistake that many another girl 
has made and Jesus was born as the re- 
sult of that mistake, very likely the son 
of a Roman. Joseph married her to save 
her from disgrace. Consider the extent 
of this blasphemy. Is the world getting 
better? In 1 Cor. 11:32 we read * * * 
“That we should not be condemned with 
the world.” Will a condemned world get 
better? No. 
FINANCIAL WASTE 

In 1930 one billion dollars was spent 
for cigarettes, thirty-eight million dollars 
for advertising four brands of cigarettes, 
two hundred seventy-five million dol- 
lars spent for perfumes and face paint, 
more spent for candy than all churches 
combined spent for missions, ninety mil- 
lion dollars was spent for chewing gum, 
yet our orphans are roaming the streets 
and millions are dying without ever hear- 
ing the gospel, and atheism is making 
its rapid strides all because of the neg- 
lect of the church in doing its duty. Sure- 
ly the world is not getting better. 
BLASTING OF MORAL STANDARDS 

One of the main outstanding evils of 
the day is our modern dance. J. M. Cum- 
mins, secret service man of Chicago for 
twenty-one years, says that the modern 
dance is the widest open door to vice on 
this earth. With the indecency of dress, 
with beer and whisky drinking, and cig- 
arette smoking by the fair sex, thus mix- 
ing men, women, and wine together sure- 
ly proves his statement to be true. No 
wonder Paul said this world would be 
condemned. The movie today is another 
outstanding feature which is demoraliz- 
ing. Medical Science teaches that there 
are one million, eight hundred twenty- 
five thousand premature murders yearly 
in the United States and God only knows 
the number that Medical Science does 
not know. Surely the world is not getting 
better. 

GENERAL SCRIPTURES 
Romans 8:7 says the carnal mind 1s 
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against God. Surely a carnal world: is not 
getting better. John 14:17 says “the world 
will not receive the truth” Then it re- 
ceives error and truly this world is ac- 
cepting error. Therefore it will not get 
better. John 15:19 says that this is a 
Christian hating world. A world going 
on hating Christians will never get better. 
Rom. 12:2 says “Be not conformed (like) 
to this world.’”’ Dear ones, let’s watch. our 
step. We cannot afford to conform, to a 
world with its ungodly swimming beach- 
es, its degrading dances, its jazz music, 
its talkie movie, its painted faces, its 
gold wearing, and its shingled heads, 
nude dressing, golf clubs, card games, cut- 
glass gamblers, and its cigarette smok- 
ing. Many a poor Christian is deluded by 
thinking he can compromise with a few 
worldly things but beware or you will be 
condemned with the world. Surely this 
world is not getting better. 1 Cor. 1:21 
says “This world knows not God.” James 
1:27 tells us that this is a spotted world.

ASSING through Chicago recently I 

was privileged to spend a few hours 
in visiting at the Great World’s Fair, 
portraying a century of progress. One is 
held in a state of wonder and amazement 
from the time they enter the gates until 
they make their exit, especially if they 
were greatly interested in the advance- 
ment and spread of civilization, with Its 
many modern inventions, which serve as 
pointers, directing our attention to the 
end of the age, and the coming of the 
Lord to earth again. Daniel, the prophet, 
looking down through the ages foresaw 
the day in which we live, and speaking 
with reference to the time of the end, 
said, “Many shall run to and fro, and 
knowledge shall be increased.” Dan. 12:4. 

BEHOLDING WHAT GOD HATH 

WROUGHT 

As we went from one to the other of 
the great buildings which housed the ex- 
hibits, representing people and _ things 
from the fartherest parts of the earth, 
one thinking in terms of the Scripture, 
might well say, “Who knoweth not in all 
these that the hand of the Lord hath 
wrought this? In whose hand is the soul 
of every living thing, and the breath uf 
all mankind.” Job 12:10. In John 15:5 
Jesus says, “ * * * Without me ye can do 
nothing” and this holds good in temporal, 
as well as spiritual things; for “Except 
the Lord build the house, they labour in 
vain that build it.” Psa. 127:1. 

THE ROUND OF THE EXHIBITS 

Volumes could be written about the 
scientific achievements of the century 
which are being demonstrated in this 
great exposition but time and space and 
the limited knowledge of your servant 
will only permit of making brief mention 
of a few important things. 

For instance, a person may fancy them- 
selves (except for the temperature) as 
being at the southernmost part of the 
earth, as they view Admiral Byrd’s polar 
ship, of southpole fame, and some of the 
dogs which drew sleds over the frozen 
wastes of those regions. Next you are 
walking in the midst of the Alpine gar- 
dens of a more tempered clime, which 
scene soon changes to one of tropical ver- 
dure, with full size trees, etc., lining the 
walk. Going the other way around the 
world, in your imagination, you will visit 
European and Oriental villages enroute, 
winding up at the Golden Temple »>f 
Jehol. In the hall of religions are many 
interesting sights, including the great 
chalice of Antioch, said to be the cup 
used by the Lord and his disciples at the 
last supper. Prehistoric animals and 
ruins are reproduced. Here we have In- 
dian villages, with these people living 


at home in their primitive state, Traas- 
portation was a very interesting pageant, 
taking us back to the days of the covered 
wagon. There was quite a contrast as w® 
compared some of the crude clumsy ma- 


chines called trains in their day, with 
some of our crack steeds of the rail, 
which were on exhibition, including the 
“Royal Scott” the famous London-Edin- 
burg Flyer of the London Midland wii 
Scottish Railway. 

Not to make mention of the electrical 
group, the state and federal buildings 
with many private exhibits, and the hall 
of science, where demonstrations are tak- 
ing place will baffle the minds of average 
human beings With ali their intelligence. 

Leaving these earthly wonders we may 
view the large steel diving ball used in 
exploring the regions far beneath the 
surface of the seas. Or if you prefer you 
may make a study of the evolution of 
the airplane to where men are flying 
alone around the world in a week or so. 
Then there is the great steel gondola in 
which science, with the aid of a baloon, 
recently soared away into the heavens 
to a dizzy height never before attained 
by man. Far beyond all this seemed the 
visit to the great Adler Planetarum, the 
only thing of its kind in the Western 
Hemisphere. It was really awe-inspiring, 
to see twilight and darkness artificiaily 
reproduced so realistically, as all the host 
of heaven went on dress parade so to 
speak, including the sun, moon and stars. 

After viewing this scene I could behold 
as never before the hand of the great “I 
Am! who stretcheth forth the heavens 
alone; who spreadeth forth the earth by 
himself; in fact ‘He who maketh ll 
things’” (see Isa. 44:24.) 

THE FAMOUS ARCTURUS CEREMONY 

When nightfall began to approach, the 
word was broadcast over the radio from 
the hall of science that at sundown the 
great switch controlling the _ electrical 
lighting system would be turned on thru 
electrified energy derived from the light 
reflected by the star Arcturus. There 
were 8,000 seats outside the building, 
these were filled shortly, and perhaps a 
few thousand standing, when the stage 
was set in array for the remarkable cere- 
mony. A large sort of a relief map of the 
eastern half of the United States, which 
Was some twenty by thirty feet in size, 
stood facing the audience. Upon this were 
fixed strange electrial apparatuses, Chic- 
ago was marked clearly on the map, as 
were the different cities in which were 
located the weather observatories cooper- 
ating with them. This particular night 
(this is a nightly occurrence) Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania was first to make contact 
with the star. The ray of light was re- 
flected into a photo-electric ce: of some 
sort, and once the beam of light was ar- 
rested it was stepped up to a degree 
where it could be energized and sent over 
the wire to Chicago. We could see a 
streak of light as it flashed across the 
map, at which time it contacted an appa 
ratus similar to a radie receiver and 
there was heard a weird humming sound, 


which the announcer referred to as “the 
voice of Arcturus.” This lasted for per- 
haps thirty seconds as the audience sat 
awe-struck and dumb-founded. Suddenly 
there was a loud boom and a crashing 
was heard (perhaps from a time-bomb) 
as the great switch went into place with- 
out the aid of human hands, starting the 
revolving searchlight atop the hall of 
science; the reflection from this light set 
off others in turn until the whole works 
were ablaze with lights reflecting all the 
colors of the rainbow. 

Now those of our readers who are not 
posted to any degree in astronomy may 
appreciate a little introduction to Arctur- 
us. God speaking to Job asked him a 
question, saying, “ * * * Canst thou 
guide Arcturus with his sons?” Job 38:32, 
doubtless referring to the star Arcturus 
which is the brightest of a group totaling 
eighty-nine in number which go to make 
up the constellation Bootes. 

To give you some idea of the magni- 
tude of the heavenlies most of the stars 
which we see are larger than the earth, 
hundreds of them called planets the same 
as our earth. The sun is said to be nine- 
ty-three million miles from the earth in 
round numbers, and a million times as 
large. Well, the star Arcturus, it is claim- 
ed, throws off forty times as much light 
and heat as the sun. It is the distance 
which makes it seem so small, it 1s 30 
far away the distance can not ve reckon- 
ed very well in numbers, but in so many 
light years, it is said to take forty years 
for a beam of light from the star Arctur- 
us to reach the earth, traveling at the 
rate of one hundred eighty-six miles per 
second. Incidentally the beam of light 
referred to in the above mentioned per- 
formance started from this particular 
star during the year in which the writer 
was born (1893) forty years ago, at which 
time the World’s Columbian Exposition 
was in progress at Chicago. 

Have a look at Arcturus some of these 
nights. It can be seen as the brightest 
in the immediate vicinity and is nearly 
a straight line from the last star form- 
ing the handle of the big dipper. 

In conclusion, it is said that the men 
who performed this device for directing 
énergy from this star, sacrificed his eye- 
sight in the experiment, and as far a3 I 
know God has never been given any of 
the glory that is due Him, man not dis- 
cerning the signs of the time. No wonder 
Jesus said, “Oh ye hypocrites, ye can dis- 
cern the face of the sky; but can ye not 
discern the signs of the time?” Matt. 16:3.

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“Ghe Ghurch, Sts Origin, Purpose and Place in the future Kingdom 


CCORDING as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the 
world, that we should be holy and with- 
out blame before him in love.” Eph. 1:4. 
THE ORIGIN OF THE CHURCH 
“He hath chosen us,” from the Greek 
word Exelexeto, literally meaning he 
chose us out, or selected us for himself. 
The text emphasizes the fact that the fail 
of the heavenly order had already taken 
place, and that the fall of the creation of 
mankind was anticipated. The time of 
this choosing was eminently before the 
“foundation of the world.” Evidently the 
fall of Lucifer had already taken place, 
and God foresaw the awful antagonism 
with which Satan would rage in effort to 
destroy his entire creation; and as a 
means of salvation and redemption he 
“chose us in him” i. e. in Christ; that 
we should be saved “from wrath through 
him;” and that Christ might become the 
Mediator of Salvation of the human race; 
that we might be “quickened from the 
dead” by his grace, Eph. 2:1. We here 
meet with the deepest of “mystery,” man- 
kind was not yet created, nor the pres- 
ent (kosmos) or world order as yet ar- 
ranged, however, the unveiled mysteries 
of God are set in motion directing them- 
selves at the creation and _ security of 
mankind. Christ existed with God, and 
was in sum and substance God; anu 2s 
such he existed “before the wurid was” 
John 1:1; 17:5. In the event that man- 
kind should fall, God had according to His 
“foreknowledge” chose us out of the fall 
through the death of his own son that he 
might bear the whole demerit of the sin- 
ner, and that we might be partakers of 
his grace. In that Christ was Eternal, af- 
ter his own physical body which existed 
as very man had paid the penalty of 
man’s sin; he was therefore the con- 
necting link through which God would 
impart to his redeemed creation eternal 
life. It is therefore preeminently 2 
“choosing out,” not only as to the man- 
ner of our deliverance; but equally so of 
those who might be saved i. e. “them 
that believe.” They were chosen out of 
and from among other fallen elements of 
the creation of God; particularly tie 
angels that had sinned” and made the fall 
both possible and in fact an_ existing 
state and fact and condition at the time 
of God’s choice. 
THE FOUNDATION OF THE WORLD 
Foundation comes from the Greek word 
Katabolae, and means a casting down, 
laying the foundation, foundation, be- 
ginning, commencement. Let us assume 
that as it is particularly defined and stat- 
ed, that the world had in’ reference is 
the present “order and arrangement” of 
our present world system and not the 
original creation of the “heavens and 
earth” as mentioned in Gen. 1:1, which 
were created in the dateless past and be- 
fore the fall of mankind came on. What 
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we have therefore is that, when God ar- 
ranged for “the present world system “by 
casting down, or laying a foundation,” 
he did so by laying that “founda- 
tion” according to principles which evolv- 
ed from “his own good pleasure” and 
foreknowledge; and essentially necessary 
was it that this “foundation, or com- 
mencement” be particularly “by a casting 
down.” In the manner of the process 
therefore, the divine and eternal element 
was actually “cast down” or laid down 
from above. There was an eternal prin- 
c‘ple and element involved that made the 
restoration oi the creation bacx to eter- 
nal life a feasible possibility. The whole 
redemptive scheme was therefore ar- 
ranged for and primarily worked out 
even before man was created. 
CHRIST THE PATTERN AND 
WAYMARK 

“For whom he did foreknow, he also 
did predestinate to be conformed to the 
image of his Son, that he might be the 
firstborn among many brethren.” Rom. 
8:29. God not only “chose us in him,” 
but we should be conformed to his ‘m- 
age.” What God “chose” us to be, He ar- 
ranged for us to become. Christ was the 
“firstborn among many brethren;” who 
are born of the Spirit by his incarnation 
into the tabernacle of flesh, that he 
might destroy death and lead his “breth- 
ren” unto triumph over it and into eter- 
nal life which he himself originally pos- 
sessed; and later died that we might in- 
herit through Him. Therefore “eternal 
life, which God, that cannot lie, promised 
before the world began” (Tit. 1:2) was 
the result of God choosing us in Christ 
Jesus that we might escape the corrup- 
tion that is in the world through lust. 


THE PURPOSE OF THE CHURCH 

Was that it might inherit “all spirit- 
ual blessings in the heavenlies in Christ.” 

Whether redeemed saints are in some 
sense to make up and fill the gap of 
vacancies caused by the fall of the an- 
gels that followed Lucifer; is in the 
minds of some a question of candid con- 
sideration. However, let that be as it may 
the “blessing of the heavenlies;” God in- 
tended the church to share. Such _bless- 
ings are themselves nothing less than the 
“fullness of the riches of Jesus Christ” 
and of the glory of God. These blessings 
are to descend upon the church, to lift it 
unto that particular state of blessing 
known as “all spiritual blessings.” There 
is nothing reserved of all the spiritual 
blessings of the riches of Jesus Christ, 
that the church will not share in the 
ages to come. Like as the laying of ‘he 
foundation, or commencement was by “a 
casting down” even so there is a descend- 
ing of the ,“spiritual” blessings of 
Christ to lift the Church from its pres- 
ent state of humiliation unto one of sub- 
lime glory and praise. These blessings are 


according to God’s choice. A further pur- 
pose of the Church is to afford God not 
only a chosen people, who may inherit 
the riches of Jesus Christ; but that He 
might have an outcalled people, who by 
reason of obedience and choice in re- 
sponse to an original choice made of God 
are saved according to the plan and pur- 
pose of God. Not wholly as a choice of 
God except by preparation and an invita- 
tion that we might be saved, but equally 
so that the creature should in harmony 
with God’s will respond to God’s provision 
and invitation to be saved. This manner 
of salvation is called an “obedience of 
faith.” (Rom. 16:26). Yet a further pur- 
pose of the Church was, in that Christ 
purchased it by “his own blood” and who 
of God was made High Priest and Head 
over it; that it might function with Him 
in the furtherance of His plan of salva- 
tion among the lost and dying creation 
itself. (1 Cor. 3:9). Like as the church 
was now sharing grace and deliverance 
from sin, it might cooperate with wod in 
spreading the invitation of the gospel to 
the entire creation, it was for this very 
purpose commissioned. Matt. 28:19; Acts 
1:8. 
A CHOOSING OUT, CALLING OUT AND 
A CATCHING OUT 

We have (1) a choosing out by God 
who chose us in Christ Jesus, that we 
might become joint-heirs with Him. 
Eph. 1:4. 2. We have a manifestation 
of the chosen ones, by an outcalling of 
the gospel in the formation of the church 
itself; based upon the acceptance of the 
atonement. 1 Cor. 1:2. 3. We have a 
catching out by Christ of those who are 
ready for the rapture, 1 Thess. 4:17. The 
latter is called the manifestation ur the 
sons of God. The ultimate aim of God 
is that “we should be holy and without 
blame before him in love” Eph. 1:4, which 
will be a condition governing those who 
are raptured. 
THE FUTURE PLACE OF THE 

CHURCH AND ITS RELATION TO 

THE KINGDOM 


The rejection of Christ as king of the 
Jews resulted in a postponement of -:he 
Kingdom of Israel; the breaking off of 
the natural branches and the grafting of 
the Gentiles into the tame olive tree. 
While the literal kingdom is in postpone- 
ment we have a dispensation of the gos- 
pel committed unto the Church, and the 
Church called into action for the purpose 
of heralding the gospel of the atonemeat 
to all nations who are the beneficiaries 
of it. After the Church age has elapsed 
the rapture will take place, the King 
will return to set up His kingdom over 
Israel. It is strikingly in harmony with 
Rev. 19:11-16; 20:4; 5:9, 10; 2 Tim. 2:12; 
1 Cor. 6:2 to assume that the. Church 
will not only reign with Christ in his 
kingdom but that it will also be particu-

larly associated with him in the judgment 
of “the world? and of angels, ete. The 
Church differs from the kingdom in this 
present age to the extent of the fact, that 
the church is made of Jews and Gentiles 
who are renewed and born again by the 
Holy Ghost. Whereas the kingdom be- 
longed particularly to the seed of Abra- 
ham through David. Both will eventually 
emerge into one economy but not until 
after the Millennium is past or _ that 
eventful time when God becomes “all and 
in all”; which is after the abdication of 
Christ from both the Davidic and medi- 
torial thrones. The Church will reign 
with Chirst at least 1000 years. However, 
after the “last enemy is conquered” and 
Christ has himself “delivered up _ the 
kingdom to the Father (1 Cor. 15:24) 
there will be the enjoyment of all the 
“spiritual blessings of Christ in the heav- 
enlies” to be enjoyed not only by the 
Jews but also by the Gentiles in ne 
grand and sublime gallery of unsullied 
glories when heaven and earth have 
been united together and “the whole fam- 
ily of God” has reached a stage in spir- 
itual relation to each other “where there 
is no difference.” The Kingdom of the 
House of Israel, and that of the Jews, 
the Church, and eventually the appearing 
of the kingdom of heaven are simply dif- 
ferent features and economics of the 
same thing at different stages culminat- 
ing into a state and time when God be- 


comes “all and in all.” 
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FIND THROWS LIGHT ON 
EXILE OF JEWS 
EXCAVATORS DIG UP POTTERY IN 
SOUTHERN PALESTINE 
(By Science Service) 
LONDON, Aug. 12—The ancient exile 
of the Jews, when King Nebuchadnezzar 
carried them off captive from their Prom- 
ised Land in Palestine, is seen in a new 
light as the result of discoveries at a site 
thought to be the city of Lachish in south- 

ern Palestine. 

It now appears that the captive Jews, 
whose unhappy fate in Babylon is told 
in Bible narrative, were not the great 
mass of Jewish people. The number car- 
ried off by the conquering Babylonian 
king was small, if the clues found at 
Lachish are significant, as archeologists 
believe them to be. 

The new clue to Jewish history is 700 
pieces of pottery, found in a number of 
tombs. The important discovery was 
made by chance, when a workman was 
digging up clay to use as plaster in build- 
ing the archeologists’ living quarters. 

The hundreds of pieces of pottery form 
an unbroken series, showing the kind of 
clay wares made in Palestine from the 
ninth century B. C. down thru the exile 
period 300 years later. The Jewish his- 
tory told in clay dishes proceeds in order- 
ly fashion with no dramatic breaks in 
style or technique, such as would be ex- 
pected if the national life was rudely dis- 
rupted by foreign conquerors and depor- 
tation of all or most of the people. Hence 
it is believed that comparatively few cap- 
tives were taken.

MISSION NEEDS 


The General Assembly is drawing nigh, 
and as the missionaries who have served 
as overseers are expected to attend the 
General Assembly there is an unusual ex- 
pense attached to the upkeep of the mis- 
sion cause at this time; due not only to 
the continuance of their regular remun- 
eration for their service on the field, but 
along with this expense comes their 
traveling expenses to and from the Gen- 
eral Assembly. The amount to cover these 
added expenses must necessarily be tak- 
en from the funds from which the mis- 
sionaries are paid, thereby reducing it 
considerably. To meet these added _ ex- 
penses it is necessary that a special ef- 
fort be put forth by the pastors and local 
churches to increase these funds. Let 
each pastor feel this responsibility and 
that it is his duty to cooperate by mak- 
ing a special effort to send more than has 
been customary. We can hardly use the 
word “customary” properly here, since 
so many do not send in anything; it will 
be necessary however for those who have 
sent regularly to try to send more fi- 
nance, and certainly those who have neg- 
lected to do their part should bestir 
themselves. 

REPENTANCE NEEDED 

In fact those who have not been faiih- 
ful in obeying the rulings of the General 
Assembly, and cooperating with others 
who have labored for the benefit of mis- 
sions, they should actually repent. God 
has made provision for them to repent 
of their unfaithfulness, and if there is 
anything that demands repentance it is 
unfaithfulness among God’s children, and 
especially among those whose love is so 
limited and selfish as not to regard care- 
fully the needs of others who have not 
heard the gospel of Christ. We have a 
very unique parable in Matt. 21:28-32. I 
will read it. “But what think ye? a cer- 
tain man had two sons; and he came [0 
the first, and said, Son, go work today 
in my vineyard. He answered and said, 
I will not: but afterward he repented, and 
went.” Does not that make you 
think of some folk, or perhaps I shouid 
say ministers, who refuse to obey the rul- 
ings of the Asembly in regard to lifting 
the mission offerings? They say, “I will 
not, my church is hard up,” and the many 
other excuses with which you are fa- 
miliar. Well God has provided for that 
kind of a fellow to repent and reconsider 
his action; and that is what he should 
do. When you refuse to cooperate with 
the mission cause you are refusing to 
“work in God’s vineyard.” The minister 
who has not been faithful along these 
lines needs to “repent” and go to work. 

A SAD STORY 
“And he came to the second, and said 


likewise. And he answered and said, I 
go, Sir; and went not.” There is much 
here that is so original. All the ministers 
come to the General Assembly and they 
assist in outlining the rules and regula- 
tions which are designed to govern the 
church, and they unanimously adopt 
them without objection, of course admit: 
ting that they are right. Then they signed 
a question before obtaining their license 
to preach, that they would obey them 
that have the rule over them in the Lord. 
Their answer to the call to “go work in 
God’s vineyard” is, “I go, Sir,” and they 
go home and refuse to set in motion the 
rule that they adopted. By their action 
they “went not.” 

CONCLUSION TO THE MATTER 

Now those who have refused need to 
repent and go to work. Those who prom- 
ised to obey the rulings of the Assembly 
and haven’t done it are in a worse condi- 
tion than those who may have in thei? 
hearts opposed them but later repented 
and practiced them. God expects us to be 
faithful, and some day you will wish you 
had been so. Let us carefully ponder our 
action for we will some day face our rec- 
ord. Lastly the question is asked: Wheth- 
er of the twain did the will of his Fa- 
ther? Well, of course the man that re- 
pented and went to work in his vine- 
yard. And again I say unto you, “Re- 


pent.”

Kind, Yet Firm

N a display of firmness in dealing 

with children, whatever the method, 
I believe all authorities are agreed. One 
can be kind and yet firm, for both qual- 
ities are displayed by our heavenly Fa- 
ther in dealing with us. And in fact it is 
restful to a child to learn that his parenis 
always treat him with uniformity, not 
indulging him in something when visi- 
tors are present for which he would be ~e- 
buked or punished when they are not. 
When the same misdemeanor is met each 
time in the same manner, he knows just 
what will be the result of his action, and 
thus what to calculate upon. This gives 
poise and instills confidence in his par- 
ents, while through lack of it the child 
is made restless and uncertain. 

A little story of her own experience in 
training a wilful child was once told us 
in a mothers’ meeting by one of the mem- 
bers of the Home Commission Training 
School. The child became an orphan 
when but eighteen months old, and was 
placed at once in her care. It did not 
take long to learn that he had cultivated 
a most unpleasant way of bringing others 
to obey him. When at the table, if he 
became displeased about anything, his 
spoon was thrown down on the floor and 
he looked for some one to pick it up. His 
foster mother treated him as she had 
her own children when they were small, 
—she picked up the spoon, washed it, 
and on handing it back to him, in a low, 
kind, but firm tone said: “If baby throws 
the spoon down again, he can’t have it 
to eat with. See, I don’t throw my spoou 
down on the floor.” 

DOWN GOES THE SPOON AGAIN 

Everything went quietly for a time, but 
before the meal was finished, down went 
the spoon with a manifestation of con- 
siderable “temper.” True to her promise, 
this mother left the spoon lying on the 
floor, which caused little James to cry 
angrily, all the while calling for his 
spoon. He was told to be quiet, and as 
he refused, high chair, baby, and all 
were taken from the table and turned 
facing the wall. This sister and her hus- 
band carried on a conversation as best 
they could under the circumstances, ap- 
pearing oblivious to all that was going 
on. 

The crying kept up until the dishes 
were cleared away, and the baby was 
then taxen gently from the chair and put 
in a room by himself until midforenoon, 
when the crying ceased from sheer ex- 
haustion, and the determined little war- 
rior fell asleep. He slept until lunch time, 
and came to the table with a keen appe- 
tite, as he had not finished his breakfast 
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when the spoon was thrown down the 
second time at his morning meal. 

Being hungry, he ate contentedly for a 
time, but the old habit had become so 
fixed that the first time his pain was 
crossed, down went the spooh, afthough 
he took a searching glance at his new 
mother before doing so. The morning’s 
experience was repeated with the excep- 
tion that the spoon was not picked up 
from the floor and handed back to him 
even once, and the crying did not last so 
long. Although he begged piteously for 
food, as he was very hungry before the 
evening meal, he was told in a kindly 
way that when he threw down his spoon 
he had nothing to eat with. 

The evening meal was dreaded, as this 
sister felt she could scarcely bear the 
strain of another scene, and hoped that 
the little boy would give up his willful- 
ness; but when supper was nearly over, 
there was another display of temper, and 
off went the spoon, this time half way 
across the room, 

At this juncture some might have given 
up in despair, but not so with one who 
had successfully trained two children, for 
she had the most perfect confidence in 
the method she had adopted. The reward 
came the next morning when a very 
peaceful breakfast _was enjoyed by all 
three, and although this little lad some- 
times showed willfulness at the table 
and needed to overcome other bad habits, 
his spoon was never again thrown on 
the floor for some one to pick up, for 
he had learned that when once it was 
down, it stayed right there. 

This experience reminds us _ that in 
helping children to overcome we some- 
times give up when victory is almost in 
sight, and gives us added confidence in 
the saying, “Perseverance is the price of 
success.” 

I have made use of the switch in train- 
ing my little ones, and would probably 
do so again if necessary, if I had my life 
work to do over, but I have learned there 
are generally other and better ways uf 
securing obedience if we will take the 
time to study our children’s dispositions 
and the plan best suited to each. 

It does take time, and a deal of it, 
to devise a method of correction suited 
to each child and to each occasion, but 
it will help wonderfully to keep in mind 
the fact that the correction is not made 
for the purpose of relieving ourselves 
from some annoyance, but to train the 
child in right habits; for the acquisition 
of good habits goes a long way toward 
character building, and who will say that 
it is not really a fundamental part of it?

F God does not care, this world is the 

I loneliest place in all creation. The 
light has gone out. There is perpetual 
shadow. The earth is cold, the heavens 
are brass, life has lost its wings. A vast 
vacancy remains, a deep homesicxness of 
soul. It is appalling to lose faith in the 
‘care and providence of God. “The Great 
Companion Is Dead.” 
- Does God Care? Nature is the first to 
answer— “Yes.” The magnitudes of crea- 
tion—do they seem to lack care? The 
cluster of the Pleiades, the bands ot 
Orion—who but God is the Caretaker of 
-them all? The infinitesimals of creation 
—molecules, atoms, electrons—not one of 
them can fall. Living chings—Jesus zave 
two examples. Sparrow. “Nov. one of 
them shall fall on the ground.” Men. “The 
very hairs of your head are all number- 
_ed.” Eloquently nature proclaims the par- 
‘ticular providence of God. 

Human instincts and experiences unite 
to say—‘‘He cares.” Our knowledge of 
God as a living and loving Person streng- 
thens this faith. We cannot think of God 
as not caring. Earthly parents, imperfect, 
eare for their children. Shall not God, 
the Perfect One, give good things to his 
children? Beautiful argument of One who 
knew. If you tell me that my God does 
not care when I am in trouble, then I 
must change all my ideas of his charac- 
ter. I must think of him as far away and 
unconcerned. His arm is shortened—he 
cannot reach me. His will is weak—he 
cannot hold me up.—His love is cold—he 


cannot warm me. If God does not care, 
everything is changed for me. Men and 
women do not care; they are far below 
God. Indifference sits at life’s helm, God 
himself is changed. 

Strange how men—even wicked men— 
cling to God’s care. Sin and unbelief may 
mar it. Still it shines like a jewel in the 
dust. A story used to be told in the West 
of a stranger who came to a mining camp. 
He was an atheist. The miners listened 
to him in silence. There came a day when 
one of them laid away his daughter—his 
one little ewe lamb. That evening there 
was serious talk in one of the saloons.The 
men were trying in their rude way io 
comfort the father. The atheist interrupt- 
ed—“There is no God. If there be one he 
does not care.” Then a strange thing hap- 
pened. Those godless men arose and 
thrust out the man who told them that 
God does not care. 

We know God’s care by experience. We 
have felt his everlasting arms beneath us. 
We have been conscious of a Presenze 
nearer to us than hands and feet, closer 
than breathing. How many occasions have 
been when our loneliness was cured, vur 
fears scattered, by divine companionship. 
A single personal experience of God’s 
care lights up the whole of life. 

Does God care? In ten thousand places 
and ways the Bible says—“Yea.” It is full 
to running over with God’s care. Three 
books out of sixty-six describe it in story 
form—Ruth, Esther, Philemon. Add an- 
other life story—Job. The Proverbs is al- 
most a manual on the subject. Precepts, 
maxims, incidents, teachings, examples- - 
everywhere. Abraham, singled out for his 
great work; Joseph, guided through peril 
to power; Moses, who might have died in 
infancy. Outstanding examples these! 

The New Testament magnifies, illumi- 
nates, the Old. With what winsomeness 
the Master speaks of God, “Our Father!” 
O the eloquence, the far reach of two such 
words. “Why are ye fearful, O ye of little 


faith?” One moving sentence outreaches 


all the philosophies—God is love! Omit 
God’s care and you would not recognize 
your Bible. It is saturated with provi- 
dence. Here we see how near and tender 
our Heavenly Father is, how minute and 
inexhaustible his love. No, says the Book 
over and over again—we “cannot drift 
beyond his love and care.” 

Greatest of all answers is Christ him- 
self, beloved Son of his Father and ours. 
Enter with him the shadows of Gethsem- 
ane. Stand alongside his cross on Calvary. 
Linger at the open tomb in the garden. 
Climb to the hill where he ascended. A 
thousand times, Yes! God cares! 

Nature, instinct, faith, life itself, the 
Bible, prayer, the Christian experience of 
God, all tell us that God cares. From 
Bethlehem to Calvary, on to the Resur- 
rection and the Ascension—the gospel 
proclaims that God cares. 

All this is true. But why. such bewilder- 
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ment of sorrow? It is the man who has 
failed who speaks. It is the invalid on 
his bed with the world going by. It is an- 
other with shattered hopes lying at his 
feet. It is an agonized multitude who have 
lost loved ones. Such catastrophes, such 
“slings and arrows of outrageous for- 
tune.” Why? Oh, why? 

Simply, lovingly, trustfully, let us be- 
lieve that the “whys” of this earth, so 
difficult for us, are not unanswerable. If 
We could see and know all that God sees 
and knows, what revelations would come. 
The shadowed side of sorrow is toward 
us. On the other side must be—light! 

More than ever God is a Father to souls 
in distress. Trust Him! This is the high- 
way to peace. Trust is better than ex- 
planation. More than ever Christ is Sav- 
ior, Companion, Elder Brother, to burden- 
ed hearts. Our sufferings cannot be com- 
pared with his. Once even he asked— 
Why? How close he is to us in our blind- 
ing griefs—‘touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities.” More than ever to doubt- 
ing spirits in their painful quests the 
Holy Spirit is, Comforter, Teacher, 
Friend in the House of Interpreter. How 
rich toward God are the children of suf- 
fering. 

Three simple yet wonderful things ven- 
ture and do by faith. Be quiet and search 
earnestly for the softened meanings of 
life’s shadows.

When sailing across the trackless At- 
sauuc, the saliors rose up in reDelliou 
and demanded that he turn back. Th2y 
were greatly discouraged, they were com- 
pletely disheartened, and ready to give 
up because they hau no vision. But the 
undaunted Columbus with a vision that 
rose even above mutiny cried out, “Sdil 
on! Sail on!” 

Every Christian worker, every child «f 
God, must have a vision to be success- 
ful. Many of God’s people perish from a 
lack of vision. Today, in these perilous 
last times, in the day of dismay, fear, un- 
rest, turmoil, famine and world-wide de- 
pression we need, we must have a vision. 
We must have a vision that will drive us 
to give our lives, our all, for the cause of 
Jesus Christ! In the days of “gold fever” 
in California men had a vision; they for- 
sook wives, children, friends and com- 
forts of home, and started westward un 
a trip that would take months in the oid- 
fashioned ox caravan. Rivers had to be 
crossed, mountains scaled, burning 
deserts traversed, hoards of Indians 
fought, but they had a vision. Their cry 
was, “Travel on! Travel on!” Their vis- 
ion of gold carried them through all sac- 
rifices and dangers. Would that the 
church of today had a vision of the value 
of lost souls that would enable us to sac- 
rifice, to deny self and to cry out, “En- 
large your coasts! Increase your bor- 
ders!” 

A vision alone is not sufficient, God- 
given convictions must be added. The 
Word of God is the Christian’s guide 
book. Going to the Word of God with an 
open heart and in simple dependence up- 
on the Holy Spirit to apply it to our 
hearts, will give such convictions. Jesus 
said, “All power is given unto me. in 
heaven and in earth.” “Go ye into all the 
world and preach the Gospel unto every 
creature.” “I have chosen you and or- 
dained you, that ye should go and bring 
forth fruit, and that your fruit should 
remain; that whatever ye should ask of 
the Father in my name, he may give it 
you.” “If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you.” “Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believeth 
on me, the works that I do shall he do 
also; and greater works than these shall 
he do; because I go unto my Father.” 
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“And, lo, I am with you alway, even un- 
to the end of the world.” If instead of 
pulling the Bible down to our lives, we 
pulled our lives up to the Bible, it would 
produce in us strong convictions that 
would enable us to carry out our vision. 
Men and women with vision and convic- 
tion are they who have carried the 
Church through to victory in the midst 
of persecution, satanic onslaughts, and 
innumerable perils. 

We need vision; we need convictions 
—AND GOD. One with a vision and con- 
victions from God is constantly facing the 
humanly impossible. Israel at the Red Sea 
would have been annihilated—but God. 
Daniel would have perished in the lions’ 
den—but God! Paul would have been de- 
feated—but God. Luther and the Refor- 
mation would have failed—but God. John 
Wesley and the modern Holiness Move- 
ment would never have attained success 
—but God, Every laborer—every saint— 
is ordained to have victory. Wherever 
we go today churches, preachers, and lay- 
men are talking defeat. They have a 
vision, a great vision, of defeat, a vision 
‘producing great discouragement and over- 
whelming failures. Shall we _ retrench? 
No! To the Bible! To the Bible! On our 
knees in utter humiliation before God, 
and let us tarry until God gives us a 
vision and then let us arise to conquer 
with a conviction that Will carry us thru 
all opposition! The missionary on the 
field, the leader at home, the layman-—- 
all need a vision, and a conviction, and 
God. Shall we take a backward step? 
Shall the missionaries come home? 
Never! Never! Oh, that missionaries, pas- 
tors, evangelists, farmers, laborers, me- 
chanics—all were so stirred by heavenly 
visions and convictions that all could cry 
out: “For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if one 
died for all, then were all dead; and that 
he died for all, that they which live 
should not henceforth live unto them- 
selves, but unto him which died for them, 
and rose again.” 

To carry out visions and convictions 
that come from God takes sacrifice, seif- 
denial, and life, for “by the thorn road 
and no other is the Mount of vision won.” 
General Booth was once asked, *What ‘s 
the secret of your success?” He was silent 
for a moment. Then as tears. trickled 
down his cheek he said, “If there is any 
secret in my success as a soul-winner it 
is this: Since I first had a glimpse of the 
poor in London, God has had all there is 
of me!” Booth had a vision, a convic- 
tion and God. As a_ result came the 
mighty Salvation Army. Carey, as he la- 
bored in his cobbler shop, had a vision 
that carried him through cold indiffer- 
ence, heartless ridicule, persistent oppo- 
sition, and he became “the father of mod- 
ern missions.” Livingstone had a vision 
that drove him through the _ tracxless 
regions of Africa. Innumerable dangers 
were encountered, intense sufferings 
were endured but on and on he went. 
When too weak to walk, he was carried 
onward, At last in the deep interior of 
Africa he was found dead upon his knees,

Bible Lessons 


THE CAUSES AND 
CURES OF UNREST 


Ps. 43:1-5; Matt. 11:28-30 


THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 

Life, lixe the universe, requires a cen- 
ter of attraction. Life must have a cen- 
tral loyalty, a unifying, harmonizing 
principle, something to which the life 
gives first allegiance. Without this there 
is restlessness, lack of satisfaction, un- 
happiness. The Psalmist cried, “My heart 
is fixed.” Once the heart is fixed on 
some great unifying principle there is 
order and harmony. The old hymn says, 
“Fixed on this blissful center, rest.” Je- 
sus said, “Seek ye first the Kingdom.” 
Men are worried and anxious about many 
things—food, clothing, etc.—until they 
center their lives in the Kingdom of God 
and his righteousness. This single pas- 
sion includes all lesser desires. Plato 
long ago said, “The just man will re- 
duce the many elements of his nature to 
a real unity.” Also another philosopher 
of renown said, “The good man is one 
mind with himself, and desires the same 
things with all his soul, and wishes for 
himself what both is and seems good.” 
The restlessness of our age is due to 2ur 
effort to “serve two masters.” Our house 
is “divided against itself.” We need one 
dominating desire which will unify all 
of life, unify all the discordant impulses 
of our inner lives, and unify all men in- 
to one whole. That dominating desire is 
“the Kingdom of God and his righteous- 
ness.” The only cure for the outstanding 
restless, disquieted nature of our youth 
of today is the new nature that is appar- 
ent when we become like Jesus. His 
quietness is imparted to us and we be- 
come altogether new creatures and our 
unrest is a something that is divine, 
which will be explained in the first topic 
of our lesson. 

DIVINE UNREST 

We must not forget that there is an 
unrest born of a desire to see things bet 
ter. This is divine discontent with things 
as they are. God is pleased with this kind 
of discontent in our lives. He wants us 
to be discontented with evil, wrong, im- 
perfection, unwholesome social condi- 
tions, is desirous that we strive against 
such, and is ever ready to help us to do 
so. Henry Ward Beecher once rightly 
said, “Discontent may be a very goud 
thing, or a very bad thing. There is a 
discontent that is divine; that has its 
birth in the highest and purest inspira- 
tion that visits and stirs the soul. All the 
discontent which grows from dissatisfac- 
tion with present attainments, or sprin7s 
from a desire for higher usefulness, or 
that impels to the worthy achievement 
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of an honorable name or place, is a noble 
discontent, and to be visited with bless- 
ings. But the discontent that comes from 
below, is evil, and only evil continually.” 

The unrest that is born of dissatisfac- 
tion with our present spiritual growth is 
only quieted by our gaining a closer waik 
with our Christ by obedience to his pre- 
cious will. Let us meet the requiremen‘s 
in our text, “Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me,” and by so doing we will 
find rest unto our souls; and the restless- 
ness will have been a wonderful help to 
us in a heavenly way. 


STANDARDS OF VALUE 

It is easy to be deceived as to what .re 
the real values of life. We may think that 
money is the real value and then learn 
that money is not riches but can lead to 
the true riches if rightly used. We then 
think that more possession of knowledge 
is what will make us happy, only to dis- 
cover that knowledge increaseth suffer- 
ing unless rightly used. Much of the dis- 
content, restlessness and dissatisfaction 
of life are caused from having a distort- 
ed view of what are the true values in 
life. James Truslow Adams recently said, 
“If there is an art of living, any ordering 
of life to yield us the riches and deepest 
experiences, it is evident that the indi- 
vidual has got to decide what for him are 
the abiding values in life.” It is really 
evident that the individual himself has 
got to decide what are for him the last- 
ing values of life. There is a scripture 
which says, “How long halt ye between 
two opinions?” 1 Kings 18:21. There is 
a majority and an overwhelming major- 
ity of young people and others who today 
are halting too long between the 'TWO 
OPINIONS that count in life, that of ac- 
cepting or rejecting God. This really ac- 
counts for the unstable conditions exist- 
ing at present. As Adams continues he 
says that the individual having to decide 
for himself these values is one of the dif- 
ficulties in the way of an art of life in 
America. He says further that we mix 
up our money, and motor cars and rela- 
tionships and all the rest of our ‘tools’ 
with as little thought as a painter might 
squeeze all his tubes of color into his 
canvas and we get as a result the same 
sort of daub, in terms of life. God help 
us to acquire a scale of values in life by 
ceasing to halt between the two opiniouas 
and accept the truth and then things 
will clear up for us and we will possess 
one great principle on which to value 
life, 

FUTILITY OF LIFE 
Eccl, 2:12-17 

Life is futile indeed until there is a 
definite principle on which to base the 
desire for living. It is very easy to be 
come discouraged and say, “For there 
is no remembrance of the wise than of 
the fool forever; seeing that which now 
is in the days to come shall all be for- 
gotten.” Every person whether he be fool 
or wise man will die the same death and 
what befalls a fool can befall the wise 
as well, so if there were no judgment af- 
ter death it surely would be all vanity 
and vexation of spirit. But after death 
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there being a judgment man should seek 
to enjoy in moderation the blessings God 
has granted unto him making the approv- 
al of God his great object in life. 
INJUSTICE 
Jas. 5:1-8 

It is evident that the injustice of the 
rich few toward those in moderate cir- 
cumstances is one of the main causes of 
unrest. The rich have always as a whole 
been hard and unjust to those whom they 
have hired or been overlords of. Worldly 
riches rightly used, of course, are or would 
be a great blessing, but Christ said, “How 
hardly shall they that have riches enter 
into the kingdom of God!” 

Today wealthy people can rule the 
earth and are doing it through their capi- 
tal. If a lawyer finds out that he can re- 
ceive a great sum of money for proving 
a guilty man innocent he will clear him 
regardless of the truth being known con 
cerning the charge against that person. 
Very often then an innocent person is 
condemned and killed in his stead be- 
cause he has not the power (money) to 
resist. 

However, the Lord waits for his pre- 
cious fruit of the earth and has long pa- 
tience for it and we must be patient unto 
His coming and be diligent as fruitbear- 
ers for Him, 

REST IN FAITH 
Philippians 4:1-8 

Without faith it is impossible to stand 
fast in the Lord. That is the substance of 
the whole matter. If we possess faith in 
the degree that is possible for us to be 
we will be of the same mind in the Lord 
as Paul admonished the Philippians. 

Then it is that the confusion or unrest 
which is being discussed in our lesson 
will leave us and our concern will be for 
others, who are not possessors of this 
peace or faith in Christ. Our unrest will 
only be what we have in being dissatis- 
fied with present conditions of or with 
our Own spiritual growth for we must go 
on. We can not stand still, but must 
grow in the grace and knowledge of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. By faith 
we can grow in grace and be a blessing 
to those who are in need of this rest 
from the cares of the world of today. 

REST IN GOD 
Ps. 91:1-16 

There is a rest in God when we trust 
in Him and keep His commandments. in 
fact, only in God is there rest unto our 
souls. This Psalm gives in a beautiful 
way an idea of God’s goodness and mercy 
toward those abiding in Him. Oh, that 
we would abide in Him and partake of 
his goodness and mercy. 


SUGGESTION FOR MEETING: Try to 
analyze the restlessness of our genera- 
tion: why are young people so restless? 
Why are women so restless? Why are 
we, with all our wealth, inventions, dis- 
coveries, such a restless age? Are we real- 
ly happy? If not, why not? Have the pas- 
tor conclude with a talk on “The only 
Yay to Peace, Harmony, and Happiness 
in Life is God’s Way.” 
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HOW MAY I KNOW I 
AM A CHRISTIAN?

1 Jno. 5:1-13 


THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 


Once a leader said to one of his young 
people, “Are you a Christian?” The girl 
answered, “I don’t know. I think I am, 
but I am not sure.” Later he asked an- 
other young person and received practi- 
cally the same answer. Both of these 
young people were church members. 
Others said, “I am a member of the 
church, so I suppose I am a Christian.” 

One leader said recently, “I find more 
young people unsettled on the question 
as to whether or not they are saved than 
any other one question.” 

Paul says, “The love of Christ con- 
straineth us.” And Jesus says, “If ye 
love me, ye will keep my commanda- 
ments.” If we have repented of our sins 
and have trusted Jesus to save us, we 
are Christians. We will know by the wit- 
ness of the Holy Spirit in our hearts and 
the world will know by our life. The 
true Christian has an ideal, Christ, and 
strives each day to be like Him. If we 
are a Christian we will produce more and 
more of the fruits of a Christian life. 

How can we help young people to know 
if they are really Christians? 

(Explain in your own words that ia 
this program we are going to try to find 
out how we may know we are saved. Sug- 
gest that each one pay close attention 
and ask his own heart the question right 
now, “Am I sure that I am a Christian?”) 

INNER EVIDENCES 


1. REPENTANCE. The Bible teaches 
that the first step in becoming a Chris- 
tian is to repent of sin. The word, repent- 
ance, means “a change of mind.” There 
are three elements in repentance: convic- 
tion, contrition and conversion. 

Conviction means that one realizes that 
he is a sinner, contrition means that one 
is sorry for his sins, and conversiun 
means that one turns away from his sins 
and accepts Christ. 

No one can be saved unless he has re- 
pented of his sins. (Read or have others 
prepared to read: Luke 13:3; Acts 17: 
30; Mark 1:15.) 

If there has been no conviction of sin 
in a life, and no sorrow for sin, and no 
turning away from sin that soul is still 
lost. Repentance will change the conduct, 
because one’s attitude toward sin and to- 
ward God has changed. 

FAITH 

2. The second step in becoming a 
Christian is faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. The Bible teaches that one is not 
saved when he has repented of sin. The 
gift of salvation comes when that one 
turns away from sin and turns to Jesus 
and trusts Him to forgive his sins. (Read 
John 3:36; John 3:18; Mark 16:16.) 


(Have all quote John 3:16). 

What does it mean to “believe on Je- 
sus?” Faith is trust—personal trust in Je- 
sus. The belief that makes one a Chris- 


tian, is casting himself upon Jesus, the 
bending of a heart to the will of Christ; 
it is taking Jesus at His Word, and trust- 
ing Him to do that which He has prom- 
ised. 

One writer gives this definition of a 
Christian: “If I know that Jesus Christ 
died for me, and that I am sorry ror my 
sins and that I have trusted Him to save 
my soul, I am a Christian.” The Bible 
gives two requirements for becoming a 
Christian:—repentance and faith. 

THE WITNESS WITHIN 

3. Someone asked a young woman 
how she knew she was a Christian, and 
she replied: “I know that I am a Chris- 
tian because I have repented of my sins, 
I trusted and believed that Jesus saved 
my soul, and there is something inside 
my heart that tells me I belong to Him.” 
The Bible says: “The Spirit Himself 
beareth witness with our spirit, that we 
are the children of God.” Ask this ques- 
tion: If we have no assurance within our 
hearts that we are Christians, is it possi- 
ble that we are not saved? If we are saved 
will not the “something” that the young 
lady mentioned tell us that we belong io 
Jesus? 

OUTER EVIDENCES 


4. A NEW LIFE. Being a Christian 
makes a difference on the inside and on 
the outside. Faith in Jesus Christ changes 
the life of a person. 

Paul tells us in 2 Cor. 5:17, “If any 
man is in Christ he is a new creatur?: 
the old things are passed away; behold, 
they are become new.” 

Ask these questions and answer them 
in your own words: 1. If a person says 
he is a Christian, but continues to live 
in the old way, doing just as he has 
always done, with no effort to correct his 
faults and remedy his ways, is he really 
a Christian? 2. If a person claims to be 
a Christian, but loves wrong rather than 
right and uses his influence to get others 
to do wrong, is he a Christian? 3. If 
one confesses Christ, joins the church, 
and is baptized, but goes right on in the 
old sinful life, does his church member- 
ship prove that he is a Christian? 4. 1] 
John 2:53, says “and hereby we know 
that ®%e know him, if we keep his com- 
mandments.” Will one who has become 
a new creature try to keep His command- 
ments? 

BY THEIR FRUITS 

5. Two people saw a large tree in a 
forest. One said it was a poplar tree; the 
other said it was an oak. They went close 
up to examine it and found acorns under 
it. The fruit of the tree proved what it 
was. 

A preacher said, “You cannot show the 
roots of your Christian life, you are bound 
to show its fruits.” If you are a_ Chris- 
tian your character will prove it, your 
daily life will prove it. 

We are saved by grace through faith 
in Jesus, but the evidences of our salva- 
tion are the fruits of a Christian life. If 
the world judges us by the daily fruits 
of our lives, how many of us would it 
call Christians? 
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POWER WITH GOD NECESSARY 
TO OVERCOME 

6. Not so very long ago a _ boy 
confessed Christ and joined a church. He 
had been going with the wrong crowd and 
had many habits that were not right. Af- 
ter his conversion he wanted to live a 
new life, but before long the old crowd 
got him to go with them and he was too 
weak to withstand the temptation to 
drink. The next day he felt ashamed and 
discouraged. He was just deciding he was 
not a Christian when a fine older friend 
said to him, “If you love Jesus, ask Him 
to forgive you, and try again.” He also 
told him how the blood of Jesus would 
cleanse his soul and take out the carnal 
nature which made him want to do 
wrong; and how the blessed Holy Spirit 
would give him boldness to speak of Je- 
Sus and work for Him. After this encour- 
agement he developed into a fine Chris- 
tian character. He received the necessary 
power from God that enabled him to 
stand. 

Let those who are now Christians who 
have their sins forgiven go on to higher 
heights and deeper depths in Christ and 
have the blood of Jesus applied to your 
hearts (sanctification) and receive the 
Comforter He promised to send (Holy 
Spirit.) It is true we need much power 
with God in these perilous times to be an 
overcomer. 


How the Church helps Us 
to Live the Victorious 
Christian Life 


Scripture: Heb. 10:19-25 
THOUGHTS FOR THE LEADER 


The church offers ways by which one 
may be encouraged in the battle of life. 
We necd spiritual food to keep our souls 
healthy and strong—the church offers us 
the means cf securing that food. We 
need to live in an aimosphere above sus- 
picion, worry, and fear; despite life's 
hardships and struggles and sorrows — 
the church provides this atmosphere. 
Pres'd-nt Coo'‘idge said that he went to 
church because he there gaincd “inspira- 
tion for the great efforts of life and 
strength to translate that inspiration in 
due accomplishment.” How beautifully ex- 
pressed is that thought of why one of our 
Presidents went to church, and yet it is 
not too idealistic for us to gain inspira 
tion for our worx. We need inspiration 
these days more than anything it seems, 
for so many leaders have lost faith in 
the future of leadership. The church en- 
courages us along the line of human in- 
terest; an opportunity for unselfish ser- 
vice; the loftiest personal ideals; the 
finest fellowship; the greatest moral ad- 
venture in human experience; a program 
for personal living; a faith that destroys 
all fear; a source of power unparalleled; 
a place of leadership for every man who 
possesses ability; and an assurance of ul- 
timate victory. 

We shall try to study out the reasons 
why the church is helping us to live the 
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victorious Christian life beginning with 
‘teaching.’ 
BY TEACHING 
Jas. 1:18-25 
The Church of God offers us the means 
of learning the Word of God if we only 
allow ourselves to be taught. The church 
having been born of the word of truth 
and composed of doers of the Word should 
by all means be a teacher of those who 
are unlearned as well as those advanced 
or grown in the grace of God, or who are 
always striving for higher heights with 
God. Besides hearing the word thru the 
medium of the church and learning it, 
one must learn by doing the word also. 
We must be meek in receiving and doing 
the word or work of God to be blessed in 
our souls and to live the victorious life. 
In the Church of God we are taught the 
way of life so clearly that we may iay 
aside all non-essentials and receive with 
meekness the Word engrafted; that s, 
the word “incorporated so as to form a 
part of.” Individuals need the coopera- 
tion of the church to help them in learn- 
ing the essentials of salvation, and how 
to grow in the grace and knowledge of 
our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
BY SHEPHERDING 
1 Pet. 5:1-4 
The Church of God is the sheepfold in 
which individuals may be protected from 
the snares of the world in general. The 
church composed of all the needed officers 
including elders, bishops, pastors and 
deacons and others is in a position to 
eare for the flock of God in such a way 
that individual Christians may resist the 
crue] adversary, the devil. Incorporated 
this way in humility and being examples 
to each other along the way God will 
give us grace to stand. In obeying the 
commandments of God, we need to as- 
semble ourselves and prevail in prayer, 
remembering that the effectual fervent 
prayer of a righteous man availeth much. 
If then, the prayer of one availeth much, 
how much more then the many souls in 
unity crying out to God will accomplish 
for the Christian. 
BY FELLOWSHIP 
1 John 1:3 
The church provides ways by which we 
can have fellowship with our brothers 
and sisters in the Lord and also with 
God. We can meet in many ways—in wor- 
ship, in Sunday School, in women’s or- 
ganizations, in young people’s endeavor, 
at prayer meetings—men who like our- 
selves are striving for the best in life, 
who are fighting temptation and endeav- 
oring to live helpfully by holding up the 
bloodstained banner of Jesus. To asso- 
ciate with people with these purposes in 
view is to receive inspiration that is no- 
where else afforded. Just to have fellow- 
ship with good people, or people striving 
to be good, is a means of helping us to 
live victoriously. 
BY WORSHIP 
Heb. 10:19-25 
By having a high priest over us which 
is Jesus Christ, the mediator between 
God and us, we may draw near with true 
hearts. By the assembling of ourselves to- 
gether in services regularly we are edi- 


fied individually. In testimony, in song 
service, in prayer, or in giving out the 
word, each person is edified by someone 
else in his worship. The exhortation of 
each in the assembly will influence some 
person to love and also to good works. 
It is very important that our worship, 
even though each may worship alone, be 
in a collective way. When we come to- 
gether for worship in the Church of God 
we know He is faithful that promised 
and will bless us together as we obey 
His commandments concerning it. 

BY OFFICERS’ EXAMPLE 

Acts 20:17-31 


The church helps us to live more vic- 
torious lives by supplying the examples 
by which we can pattern our lives and 
be more able to overcome the power of 
the enemy. In the church we can watch 
for the very best examples to be portray- 
ed for the most active members are those 
who have places of importance in the 
care of the organization. So if we are 
constant attendants of the church the 
pillar and ground of the truth, we will 
not miss a chance of seeing the best 2x- 
amples of individual character. There is 
a very beautiful motto that would be 
helpful for us to remember as churcb 
members. “We become like that which we 
constantly admire.” Therefore it is ex- 
tremely important that we admire the 
very best-in character of those who are 
in authority over us in the Church. If we 
as single characters have always admired 
and been molded in our daily lives by 
the examples of those whom God approves 
of, then it will be an easy matter for us 
to recognize any perverseness in some 
who try to lead astray the flock of God. 
We must be ever watchful and prayerful, 
however, for there are many ways in 
which one could be misled by the enemy 
presenting untruths in a way that would 
seem altogether true. The example of the 
officers of the church then should be ac- 
cording to Scripture and we should not 
be absent from any kind of service that 
is suitable to the various needs, for any 
tardiness on the individual’s part may 
cause him to miss an important action 
or word by some officer which would 
mean much in the building of that in- 
dividual’s character as a Christian, and 
make him more victorious in life. 

BY ITS IDEALS 
1 Tim. 6:6-16 

The church of God furnishes both in- 
struction and inspiration in idealism. It 
provides a great dream—the Kingdom of 
God on earth, a redeemed humanity, per- 
fect and Christ-like character, immortal 
life. The elements of this dream are such 
as to challenge the best in man, summons 
forth the noblest and the divinest in him, 
drive him to God for the strength and 
power to strive for the realization of that 
dream. Man needs constantly to be in- 
spired afresh by ideals: that’s why he 
needs to go regularly and constantly to 
church. “The function of the Christian 
church is to instill into the hearts and 
souls of men the spirit of Christlike jus- 
tice and righteousness. No other institu- 
tion on top of earth can do that.” 
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CONCLUSION 

The church is a workshop where we, as 
God’s workers, turn out the finished pro- 
duct. It is a medium through which one 
labors for ‘the bringing in of the king- 
dom, The very expression of one’s Chris- 
tianity enables him to live it better. 
Through the church one can teach and 
preach, give money and serve people in 
hours of distress and need, and furnish 
fellowship, etc. It is the best place for ren- 
dering service to God. The church offers 
to men a solution of the problem of sin; 
a thorough toning up of their inner 
lives; a method of expression for tie 
very things that men desire to express; 
comfort and strength when trials come 
and sorrows weigh upon the heart; an 
enlargement of life’s meaning; guidance 
in life’s endeavors, and assurance of 
life’s outcome; and the power of the eter- 
nal life with God.
